It had been the hope of the president that | 
Hearst would be defeated by such an over- 
whelming majority that he would.no longer 
figure as a political’ factor. The speech of 
Secretary Root made last Thursday night at 
Utica was expected to cause @ crushing repu- 
diation of the man who indirec was 
charged by the president with respénaibility 
for the assassination of President McKinley. 

But in Utica, which, by the way, is Secre- 
tary Root’s native town, Hearst defeated 
Hughes by a plurality of 140 and Representa- 
tive Sherman lost the city by 1,100. 


See Defeat as Boost to Hearst, 

A high official of the administration, who 
was with the president tonight, suggested 
that, so far as the next presidential cam- 
paign is concerned, it would have been far 
better had Hearst been elected instead ot 
beaten by a small plurality. 

In the gubernatorial office Mr. Hearst, it 
was claimed, would have made a record of 
inefficiency which would have demonstrated 
his absolute unfitness to serve as president. 
This same statement was made by repub- 
licans and democrats opposed to Hearst dur- 
ing the campaign just ended in connection 
with the municipal campaign in New York 
City. 

Had Hearst been declared elected, it was 
suggested, he could not have carried out the 
numerous promises he made, and his 
lack of performance would have disgusted 
the voters and he would not have figured in 
the gubernatorial campaign, and, of course, 
not in the presidential campaign two years 
hence. 

The fact the republicans are to retain con- 
trol of the house is a matter of satisfaction 
to the president. He impressed upon the 
voters, through his authorised spokesman, 
that a republican house was necessary to 
the successful execution of the policies he 
had enunciated or proposed to declare. 


General Result Pleases President. 


The president looks upon the genera! result 
as an indorsement of his administration, but 
he has nothing to say for publication, either 
in regard to it or to the showing made by 
Hughes In New York. 

The president returned to Washington 
shortly after 6 o'clock from Oyster Bax. 
where he cast his vote this morning. While 
the president was at the station, forty or 
fifty boys from the University ef Pennsyl- 
vania caused amusement by vociferously giv- 
ing their college yell. 

The president was engaged with Secretary 
Root. but when he heard the yell he rushed 
to the rear platform and greeted the stu- 
dente. He talked football with them fora 
moment and displayed a knowledge of this 
year's events upon the gridiron which sur- 
prised the young men. 

Upon reaching Washington the president 
was driven to the White house. He went 
immediately to the executive offices and be- 
gan work on some matters requiring atten- 
tion. Scarcely had he started to read the 
papers laid before him by Secretary Loeb 
when the first election results were placed 
before him.

The law must have been drawn up by 
the most shallow brained of the men who de- 
aire to keep up the present system of voting,” 
exciaimed one indignant woman, as she left 
her voting place in Hyde Park early in the 
afternoon. ‘“‘ What can you think of a law 
that provides for women holding almost 
every office and not permitting her to vote 
for that office? ”’ 


Can Hlectioneer, but Not Vote. 


“There is Caroline Grote, for instance. 
She is a candidate for state superintendent 
of schools on the democratic ticket. While 
she may go about and electioneer all she 
pleases, she can't vote for herself. Neither 
can any other woman vote for her. 

That isn’t the only ridiculous provision of 
the law. I may vote for the appointment of 
a million teachers if I see fit, but I can't vote 
for the sale of $1 worth of bonds to pay these 
teachers. What sort of a law is this? Did 
the men who framed that law take its pro- 
visions into consideration at all before pass- 
ing it? I would like to see a body of women 
who could not do better?” 

It was suggested to the voter that the 
number of women voters in Chicago had de- 
clined gradually since they first were given 
the right to vote for certain educational of- 
ficers twelve years ago. 


Smallest Number Ever Registered. 
A glance at the books in the election com- 
missioners office at the city hall showed that 
the 2,000 women who had taken the trouble 
to register this year made up the smallest 
number ever registering, and yesterday's vot- 
ing showed the low water mark for women. 
That is easily explained,“ said the woman. 
The women are so thoroughly disgusted that 
they won't leave their housework to go to 
the polls. In Colorado they are permitted 
to really take a hand in affairs, and they turn 
out there in sufficient numbers to make vot- 
ing worth while. When women are allowed 
to actually vote here—and they will soon— 
you will see a change.“ And the disgusted 
advocate of woman’s suffrage flounced out 
of the polling place without deigning to 
glance at the judges. 


Votes Were Much Scattered. 


The 500 women voters scattered their votes 
from every residence neighborhood from 
Sheridan road to South Chicago. It wag in 
the residence districts of Hye Park and of 
the north shore that most of the votes were 
cast. One of the judges of election declared 
that in the neighborhoods where there were 
many children there were few women voters, 
and that it was in the neighborhoods where 
President Roosevelt's anti-race suicide 
propaganda had failed to bear fruits that 
the most enthusiastic followers of suffrags 
for women were found. 

I have noticed a continual decline im the 
number of votes cast by women since the 
first year they took advantage of their prtvi- 
lege to vote, said Isaac N. Powell, chief clerk 
of the board of election commissioners. In 
1804 30,000 women registered and 24,000 of 
them voted.

would proclaim himself democratic leader

How Hearst Heard News. 

Mr. Hearst remained at home practically all 
day.

District Attorney Jerome with a party of 
friends was seated near the Hearst table. 
Hlection returns were received at both tables 
and commented on, but there was no inter- 
change of roses between the Hearst table and 
the Jerome table. 

The first reports that came to Mr. Hearst 
tonight were extremely encouraging. A 
little past 6 o'clock he was called up by his 
headquarters in the Gilsey house and told 
that he had carried many of the large cities 
up state. He was assured that he had won 
in Buffalo, Rochester, Rome, Elmira, Troy, 
and Utica, and a number of good sized cities 
and towns. When Mr. Hearst wient to din- 
ner he believed undoubtedly that he would 
be elected. 


Then Came a Cold Douche. 

When he returned from tne Café Martin 
about 8:80 p. m. things had taken a different 
turn. By that time it was believed that 
Mr. Hughes would get a majority in the state. 
Mr. Hearst went to his private room up- 
stairs and put his ear to the telephone, get- 
ting the returns from then until after mid- 
night. 

It became apparent to him that Mr. Hughes’ 
vote up-state was growing steadily, and that 
Greater New York was not doing for him 
what he expected. He made no comment to 
the newspaper men as to the condition that 
the voting showed. 

At midnight Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler, 
who had been visiting with Tammany Hall 
and the democratic state headquarters, re- 
turned with news that cheered Mr. Hearst 
exceedingly. Mr. Chanler told Mr. Hearst 
that he believed that the whole ticket would 
go through. 

Tammany Chief Hlated. 

“It is now clear to every one that at Buf- 
falo this organization did nothing more than 
recognize and obey the Seo of the 
people.”

TIMES—Satisfaction there may be, and heart- 
felt thankfulness that we have escaped at all, but 
in the margin of our deliverance there is no cause 
for enthusiastic rejoicing, rather for a season of 
humiliation and a searching of minds and hearts 
that the people of this great commonweaith may 
discover how it came about that this strange and 
reckless. desire for overthrow and dangerous ad- 
venture has possessed so many of them. 

Time was when a party plurality of 60,000 in New 
York was held to be a great victory. Mr. Roose- 
velt was elected governor by 17,000 and Mr. Odell 
in 1902 by 8.000. 

But a plurality of 65,000 against Mr. Hearst is 
not enough. When we consider the nature of the 
issue his candidacy presented to a million anda 
half of voters it is a mere trifle, hardly to be 
looked upon as clearly decisive of the people's 
thought and will. 

Result a Solemn Warning. 

PRESS—The meaning of the election in New 
York yesterday is that the American people are 
radical. Any one who could not have discovered 
this fact on the day before election, as well as this 
morning, was simply blind to the most obvious 
political signs that ever ushered in an election. 
Yet there were republican managers so utterly 
ignorant of publie opiniom that they would have 
dared, had they been permitted, to nominate for 
governor some stalking horse of the special inter- 
ests who would have been beaten as badly as the 
simple idiots of this campaign thought Hearst 
would be defeated, when, as a matter of fact, he 
bas polled the biggest vote ever polled by a demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of New York. 

There was the heedlessness that on the eve of 
election informed the robbed and wrathful pol- 
icy holders that the next secretary of the treas- 
ury would be Mr. G. B. Cortelyou, who had the 
spending of the money of the widows and orphans 
collected from the insurance grafters. There was 
the folly that sent Mr. Blihu Root here to ten the 
voters how to cast their ballots, when he is re- 
garded by republicans as well as by democrats and 
Independence leaguers age the faithful servam of 
the trusts, 

Well, Mr. Hughes won in spite of all this as he 
deserved to win. But he has won by #0 narrow 
a margin, with republican wreckage strewing all 
the state, that we guess that those who have been 
wont to deny public sentiment, will at last realize 
that this is a final warning. . 

Can't Convince Hearst Papers. 

AMERIGAN—At this writing, midnight, there is 
every reason to believe that William Randolph 
Hearst has been elected governor of New York by 
a substantial plurality. 

There is also every indication that a determined 
and desperate attempt is being made by the de- 
feated party of the trusts to steal the election won 
by the people, 

Early In the evening the belief that Mr. Hearst 
amd his cause Rad triumphed was universal. Tim- 
othy Woodruff acknowledged that the people's 
candidate had carried most of the principal cities 
of the state. 

But defeat is not to be endured by the confeder- 
ated interests in the state now, any more than 


it was in the metrapolis one year ago. 

The word went out to hold back the returns. 

Mr. Hearst is perfectly willing to accept the will 
of the people, whether that will deolares for or 
against him honestly. 

But he is mot willing submit to fraud perpe- 
trated by criminal politicians in the employ of the 
trusts,

Most of Those Are Due to Mistake 
In the Printing of Ballots—Supreme 
Court Justices Spend Lazy Day, Al- 
 theugh Ready te Take Action if 

Need Be—Leader of Hughes Volun- 
r by Roughs. 


New Tork. Nov. 6.—{Special.}—Police offi- 

olals were unanimous tonight in declaring 
that never before was there so quiet and 
orderly an election in the county of New‘ 
‘York as today's. Chief Inspector Moses Cort- 
right, attached to the department for nearly 
forty years, who was on duty at headquarters 
expecting the usual trouble at the downtown 
polling places, said: 

Never in my experience as a notice official 
have I seen anything like it. Why, it has 
been Iike Sunday around here. As far as I 
know, there hasn't been a single disturbance 
It is simply 
wondertul how quiet this election day has 
been.“ 

Although 000 policemen were held at police 

headquarters all day, there wasn't a single 
call for the reserves. 


for illegal voting. Less than 60 per cent 
were made by men under George W. Morgan, 
state superintendent of elections. The ma- 
jority of them were made by-the police. 
Supt. Morgan said tonight that the day 
was one of the quietest of recent elections. 
The pqice, Morgan said, did excellent work. 


Many Arrests Due to Mistakes. 
A great many of the arrests were the result 


of confusion and misinformation, but the 
errors were quietly straightened out in the 


| police courts, where representatives of At- 


torney General Mayer were on hand to ad- 
just matters. 

The fact that only two cases of repeating 
were found was considered remarkable. 
There was also a marked decrease in com- 
plaints that come on every election day from 
citizens who are deprived of their votes. 

There was a great deal of trouble in certain. 
parts of Brooklyn early in the day. Ballots 
were sent to the wrong districts and many 
were voted before the error was discovered. 

The votes for the state candidates and cer- 
tain county candidates were ordered to be 
counted, but numbers of votes for local can- 
didates, such as assemblymen and senators, 
went amiss. 

The trouble was due to the rush in printing, 
owing to recent court decisions that upset 
arrangements and necessitated the printing 
of new ballots. In many instances ballots 
reached the polling places wet from the 


presses. 


Supreme Court Has Idle Day. 


There were fewer appeals to the Supreme 
court by disgruntled voters than in many 

ears. 

The oddest case presented was that of Leo 
Kahn of 222 Fast Ninety-fifth street, an 
elector in the seventh precinct of the Twen- 
ty-fourth assembly district. Kahn repre- 
sented to the court that when his ballot was 
handed him the inspector grabbed it out of 
his hand, tore off the stub, and dropped the 
ballot, unmarked, into the box. 

Kahn said that the inspector refused his 
demand for another ballot. 

Justice McLean signed an order requiring 
the inspectors to either give him another 
ballot or show cause why they shouldn't. 

The inspectors came into court with a dif- 
ferent story. They said that Kahn had taken 
his ballot into the booth, had come out, 
handed over the ballot to be dropped into 
the box, and had then gone out of the polling 
place. 


Demands Ballot After Voting. 


A few minutes later, the inspector said, 
Kahn rushed into the place again and de- 
manded his ballot back, saying he had not 
marked it. His request was, of course, re- 
fused. 

Kahn did not appear to deny the affidavits 
of the inspectors, so his application for a 
peremptory mandamus went by default. 

There were a few cases of men who found 
that their names had been voted. These se- 
eured mandamuses on proving their identity. 

Only twelve men charged with illegal vot- 
ing wete arraigned in the Tombs police 
court, the smallest number in many elections. 
All except one were discharged premptiy. 

Sixty-eight men were arraigned before 
Magistrate Wahle in the Essex Market police 
court. Sixty-two were discharged, five held 
for examination, and one was held for trial. 
The great majority of the arrests. were 
caused by mistakes of the registration clerks. 


Roughs Stone Hughes Leaders. 

While driving in a closed carriage at Co- 
lumbia and Livingston streets, Meyer Shoen- 
feld, manager for the Hughes volunteer cam- 
paigners, and his son, Abraham H. Shoen- 
feld, were attacked by a gang of roughs, who 
threw stones and bricks at the carriage. One 
brick crashed through the window and 
smashed the elder Shoenfeld’s hat. 

At the same time, Samuel Malts, a repub- 
lican worker, was attacked while standing 
near the carriage and beaten about the head. 

A detail of policemen scattered the crowd. 
No arrests were made. 


Democrat Challengers Imprisoned. 

Boise, Idaho, Nov. 6.—Democratic chal- 
lengers in Fremont county, on the advice 
of the republican committee, were arrested 
at all precincts today, thrown in jail, and 
refused bail.

Always a Student. 


Mr. Hughes has always been a student. He 
was studious even as a child, seemingly ac- 
quiring the habit by inheritance. He was 
born in Glens Falls, N. T. in 1862. His 
father was a Baptist minister and up to the 
time the boy was 10 years old neither of his 
parents doubted he was destined for the 
pulpit. When Charlies was young the Rev. 
Mr. Hughes moved to Newark, N. J., where 
young Hughes entered the public school, from 
which he was graduated in 1873. That fall 
he entered the high school, but before many 
months the family moved to New York. 

His career in school was remarkable. Added 
to his ability to grasp the elementary subjects 
which formed the curriculum of the school, 
the lad was much given to the writing of 
ponderous essays, the subjects of which 
would in these days seem to be far beyond 
the capacity of a boy of his age. One of his 
most notable essays had for itesubject “ The 
Limitation of the Human Mind,” and another 
was The Evils of Light Literature.“ 


His Career in College. 


From the public school young Hughes en- 
tered Madison university at Hamilton, N. 
Y., which is now Colgate university. He 
remained im this institution of learning until 
1878 and then decided that the curriculum of 
Brown university would suit him better. 

At the end of his juhior year at Brown 
Hughes took the Dunn premium for the 
highest standing in English literature and 
in his senior year won the Carpenter pre- 
mium for general attainments. He had the 
classical oration on commencement day, 
when he was graduated, in 1881. This was a 
third honor then. 7 

Freed from college, the young man first 
realized that his extremely youthful ap- 
pearance and delicate physique might be 
a bar to his obtaining employment. He was 
inclined to enter the field of education and 
made many applications fot the position of 
teacher in various institutions of learning, 
For a year he taught Greek and mathematics 
at the Delaware academy, in Delhi, N. L., 
and then in 1882 went to New York and en- 
tered the Columbla Law school, from which 
he was graduated in June, 1884, and was 
admitted to the bar thatsameyear. During 
bis attendance at the law school he had 
obtained a scholarship, which aided him 
greatly. For a year of his term in Columbia 
he was a student in the office of United States 
District Attorney Stewart L. Woodford, and 
when, in 1888, he was entered as a clerk in 
the office of Chamberlain, Carter & Horn- 
blower, his knowledge of the law was quite 
profound. : 


Before Entering the Law. 


His natural inclination toward teaching led 
him to accept tutorships. Teaching and the 
practice of law took up his time ‘until 1891. 
Three years previous to this he had married 
the daughter of Walter S. Carter, a member 
of the firm. His labors had undermined his 
health somewhat, although he never would 
admit to hie friends that he was l. Only 
tired out.“ he would say. 

One night at dinner a friend told him dur- 
ing a conversation about the practice of law 
that if he was tired out he knew where a pro- 
fessorship was open. This friend put him 
in the way of opening negotiations with Cor- 
nell college, and much to the chagrin of his 
father-in-law Mr. Hughes left active prac-

tice and for two years occupied a chair at 
Cornell. 

Returning to New York in 1898 Mr. Hughes 
again took up the active practice of his pro- 
fession. Soon he was sent to Oregon, rep- 
resenting the bondholders of a broken down 
railroad, and worked there for seven months 
straightening out its affairs. 

On his return he was the court member of 
the new law firm of Carter, Hughes & 
Dwight. When Edward F. Dwight died, two 
years ago, the firm title was Carter, Hughes, 
Rounds & Schurman. The recent death of 
Mr. Carter changed the firm's name to 
Hughes, Rounds & Schurman, with offices at 
06 Broadway. 


Breaks Up Gas Combine. 


This uneventful record brings Mr. Hughes’ 
career down te the beginning of the gas in- 
vestigation in New York—an investigation 
that stirred the metropolis as nothing had 
stirred it since the Tweed ring exposure. 

It was charged repeatedly and insistently 
that the Consolidated Gas company paid 23 
cénts for gas and sold it to the people for $1. 
It was known with a fair degree of detail 


how the Consolidated gobbled up all the gas 
and electric light companies and worked 
them as Independent concerns merely to 
hoodwink the consumer. 

It was known that on plants ot a total valu- 
ation of less than $80,000,000. the capitalizu- 
tion of the monopoly was $80,000,000, a matter 
of something more than $60,000,000 for use as 
a lever in maintaining power or for some 
occult purpose not common to ordinary busi- 
ness operations. 

The New York legislature, in March, 1908, 
appointed the Stevens gas investigating com- 
mittee. During the last week in that month 
the committee, including Chairman Stevens 
and Senator Page, visited New York City to 
employ counsel. Senator Page was the only 
lawyer on the commission. He suggested the 
name of Charles E. Hifghes. 

Who's Hughes?’ asked Chairman Stevens 
and the other committeemen, in effect. 

The question was à natural one. The 
politicians did not know Mr. Hughes. His 
legal ability had not then made him famous, 
On the other hand, Mr. Hughes did not know 
any of the members of the committee. 

When the committe offered Mr. Hughes the 


place of chief counsel for the gas investiga- 
tion, he refused to accept it, saying he knew 
nothing about gas. Finally he was prevailed 
upon to accept. 

With only two weeks’ time for preparation 
Mr. Hughes took up the work assigned to 
him. In those two weeks he had so fortified 
himself with figures and data that he was 
able to detect every false statement made by 
the men put forward by the gas trust to de- 
ceive the committee. At the end of three 
weeks he proved that the Consolidated Gas 
company was a trust of the most iniquitous 
description, that its charges were out- 
rageously high, that its profits were mor- 
dinately extortionate, and, finally, that it 
was operating without a legal franchise. 


Legislature Takes His Advice. 


Mr. Hughes’ report was so convincing that 
the legislature acted upon all his recommen- 
dations but one. He drafted the bills carry 
ing his recommendations into effect. These 
bills all passed, with the exception of the 
80 cent gas bill, which, after passing the 
assembly, was defeated in the senate largely 
through the efforts of Senator Thomas F.

* Some idea of the importance of the results

amounts saved to private consumers. As

‘Another direct result of Y od this investigation 
was the passage of the 80 cent gas bill by 
the legislature of 1906. This act is now the 
subject of litigation, its constitutionality 
having been rply attacked. It is a char- 
acteristic of . Hughes’ sense of public 
duty that he has assisted the attorney gen- 
eral in every way in the conduct of this 


litigation, making the principal argument 


in support of that bill, and that for these 
services he has neither asked nor received 
one cent of compensation. 

Mr. Hughes’ work in the gas investigation 
made him the natural instrument for probing 
the great life insurance scandal. The reve- 
lations extracted from unwilling witnesses 
are still fresh in public memory. It was 
Hughes who drew from John H. McCall, the 
then president of the New York Life com- 
pany, the admission that large sums of the 
policy holders’ money were contributed tothe 
republican national campaign fund. These 
revelations drove John H. McCall from the 
presidency of the great life insurance com-

ing, forced George W. Perkins, partner of J.

Mr. Jones believes also that the rage 
of Puritanism is mainly responsible for 
the degradation of the modern drama, 
bringing about the divorce of literature 
from dramatic production, and be cites in 


element to the stage, bringing in evidence 
the American millionaire who was dis- 
suaded from endowing a national theater 
because “the general influence of the 
theater is bad.” The demoralizing effect 
of such hostility is accompanied by weak- 
nese in the profession itself, by the ab- 


the theater, by the elevation of incompe- 
tent actors to the conditions of stars, and 
the widespread translation and adaptation 
of foreign plays, serviceable only because 
they can be bought at cheap rates. These 
are held to be the causes for the disap- 
peafance of dramatic genius from the 
English speaking stage. 

In proffering a little sop to national 
pride, Mr. Jones affects to believe that 
conditions are such that America has a 
great chance for a national drama and 
a national ‘theater, two things that seem 
to be hopelessly distant in England. 
But he urges, as has been urged before, 
that the only hope lies in the reéstablish- 
ment of the close relation between the 
stage and literature, the recognition of the 
drama as a fine art and the founding of 
training schools for actors. To accom- 
plish this the popular taste must not be 
accepted as the governing motive; the 
public must be éducated to appreciate

ton as secretary of the English legation he 
insisted upon marrying a well known di- 
vorcée, Mrs. Carrie Kinney, by birth a mem- 
ber of the famous Carroll family, despite the 
protests of his chief, Sir Edward Thornton. 
Sir Edward declined to retain Haggard any 
longer as a member of his mission; and ac- 
cordingly the newly wedded couple removed 
to London, Haggard doing departmental 
work at the foreign office, his appointment 
as secretary to any legation in Europe being 
rendered difficult by the fact that his wife 
was a divorced woman, and as such debarred 
in those days from presentation at the Eng- 
lish court. 

The union was not a happy one. There had 
been misapprehensions and disappointments 
on both sides with regard to money matters, 
and one day, after a particularly stormy 
scene, Haggard obtained permission from 
his chief to take the place of one of the sec- 
retaries of legation at Teheran, who had been 
forced to leave his post suddenly on account 
of sickness.

Some months later Mrs. Haggard, finding 
that her husband declined to answer her iet- 
ters or to give any sign of life, returned to 
this country, where, in the courts of some 
western state, she secured a divorce against 
Haggard on the ground of desertion and non- 
support. She thereupon contracted another 
marriage here with an American citizen, on 
the strength of this divorce. On learning this 
Haggard returned from Persia to London 
and applied to the English court of divorce 
for a dissolution of his marriage, on the 
ground that his wife had committed bigamy, 
and naming her new husband as co-respond- 
ent in the case. The English tribunals grant- 
ed judgment in his favcr, taking the ground 
that since Mrs. Haggard had become by her 
marriage to William Haggard an English 
subject the courts of her adopted land were 
alone competent to dissolve her matrimonial 
bonds, unless her husband joined her in es- 
tablishing a bona fide legal domicile in the 
fcreign country, the intervention of the tri- 
bunals of which they had both invoked. As 
Haggard had not been a party to the divorce 
which she had obtained in America it was 
held by the English courts to be of no account, 
and in contracting another marriage on the 
strength of it she had therefore been guilty 
of bigamy in the eyes of the English law.

Haggard, thanks to this, was ted 
from paying any kind of alimony to his Amer- 
ican ex-wife. He has since married an Eng- 
lish woman. He is a man of private means, 
owhing a pretty country piace, Bradenham 
hall, in Norfolkshire, where he is a neighbor 
of the king and queen at Sandringham, and 
treated as such when in England.

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 6—[Special.}—At mid- 
night the returns show conclusively that the 


| democrats have regained Missouri. It is only 


& question of how big the majority will de. 
It now seems certain that it will not fall 


far short of 30,000. The democrats have 


elected twelve of the sixteen congressmen, 
thereby regaining seven of the districts they 
lost in the landslide two years ago. 


St. Louis Probably Republican. 

St. Louis has probably gone republican by 
& small majority. Two hundred and seventy- 
five precincts out of a total of 405 show a 
republican plurality of 2,290 on the state 
ticket, and 2,408 on the city ticket. 

The republicans elected two congressmen 
from St. Louis and fifteen of the nineteen 
candidates in the legislative districts. Rich- 
ard Bartholdt, who has gained a reputation 
in the peace parliamente of the world, is re- 
élected and Harry M. Coudrey, who was seat- 
ed over James J. Butler at the close of the 
last session of congress, will probably get 
another term. He is running ahead now and 
his majority is growing with additional re- 
turns. 

St. Joseph is safely democratic. Kansas 
City returns are coming in slowly. William 
H, Wallace, democrat from that district, is 
sent to congress over E. C. Ellis, republican, 
now sitting in the house. 


Republicans Still Express Hope. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 7.—At 1:80 o'clock Sec- 
retary McCoy of the republican state commit- 
tee, expressed confidence that Missouri had 
gone republican by a small majority. He 
stated that returns had been received from 
only 25 of the 114 counties in the state, but 
basing his estimates on these returns the in- 
dications pointed to a small republican ma- 
jority.

Denver, Colo. Nov. G 6.—There is no reason 
to doubt the claim of Chairman Vivian ot the 
republican state central committee that the 
entire republican state ticket with one ex- 
ception has been elected by majorities from 
15,000 to 80,000. It is conceded practically 
that the republicans have elected at least two 
of the three congressmen and more than 
likely all three. 

Chief Justice Gabbert is the only candidate 
on the republican ticket who is not elected 
by about 80,000 plurality.

Patterson Probably Loses. 

Up to 11 o'clock tonight few of the re- 
turns from legislative districts had been re- 
celved, but it is believed that the apparent 
republican landslide has elected a good ma- 
jority of republican candidates for the legis- 
lature and that the successor to United States 
Senator Thomas M. Patterson, democrat, to 
be chosen at the coming session of the legis- 
lature, undoubtedly will be a republican. 

Nearly all of the republican strongholds 
have given increasing majorities, and 
Pueblo county, the home of Alva Adama, 
democratic candidate for governor, fell far 
short of the expected vote for Adams, giving 
him less than 1,000 plurality.

The most surprising feature of the election 
is the comparatively small vote returned 
for Lindsey and Haywood, independent and 
socialist candidates for governor. From all 
sources it was predicted that they would cut 
deeply into the vote of both the old party 
candidates.

GIRLS HAVE STRANGE MALADY. 


Four Oleksic Sisters, Who Have Not 
Been Long in the Country, Suffer- 
ing from Queer Disease. 


Newark. N. J., Nov., G- The malady with 
which four sisters are infeeted is still puz- 
sling the physiciane at the City hospital. The 
idea that the disease in typhus is entirely 
eliminated and future diagnosis will be made 
to show whether or not it is meningitis, as 
ie now supposed. The children. are still iso- 
lated, for either disease is dangerous. 

The victimes are the chfidren of George 
Oleksic of 688 South Fourteenth street and 
their ages range from 8 to 16 years. One of 


‘them ig almost out of danger, two are ae, 


better, while the fourth is improved, but 
still fl. They came to this country on the 
Cunard liner Campania three weeks ago, and 
fourteen days later they were taken sick. 
As the period of incubation of typhus is 
twelve days, this fact led to the belief that 
the malady was that disease.

Within its pouch was an iron bolt 
five inches long, with a head commensurate 
with its length. The appendix, of course, 
was greatly distended, for kind nature was 
making an earnest effort to accommodate, 
if not to digest, the large dose of iron which 
the demented youth had bolted. The inflam- 
mation had spread, and it is doubtful if the 
operation will save Green's life. 

He has a mania for swallowing small metal 
articles. He swallows coins, too, but he will 
not swallow counterfeits. 

The last time he wae in the hospital the 
nickel plated chain attached to the plug in 
the ward's bathtub disappeared. The order- 
lies searched high and low for the chain. 
Green had s owed it, but only after care- 
fully detaching the plug. 

He so far recovered his reason that he was 
discharged from the hospital. Soon after- 
ward several bags of onions vanished from 
the onion houses on the Grey Court meadows, 
then Green was caught stealing a bag of 
onions, which he ate greedily. Justice Ball 
of Monroe, wisely suspected Green's sanity. 
Dr. E. Woodhull of Monroe and Dr. C. P. 
Smith of Chester examined Green and re- 
ported to Judge H. B. Boyce of this city, and 
Green was committed to the asylum again.

Growth of Manufactures. 
The census report for 1906, just issued, 


shows a remarkable growth in the manufac- | 


turing industries of the United States from 
1900. The amount of capital investedin such 
industries was placed at 512,686, 000,000, an 
increase of 41 per cent, and the value of the 
product, $8,508,000,000, an increase of about 
80 per cent. The excessive increase in capi- 
talization over that in the value of the prod- 
uct is supposed to be due to the consolida- 
tion process that has rum through the coun- 
try's industrial affairs and in almost every 
case has resulted in an increase of capital 
stock, whether there was an increase in pro- 
ductiveness or not. 

The census figures on the subject for 1905 
compare with those of 1900 as follows; 
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Measured by the value of the product, 
slaughtering and meat packing was the most 
important industry in the United States dur- 
ing the period under review. The largest 
absolute increase in value of output, how- 
ever, was in the manufacture of flour and 
grist mill products. 

In the. following table is shown the capital 
and value of products (including custom 
work and repairing) of industries classified 
by the amount of capital employed:

Paris was 5c lower for 
wheat and 10c lower to 20c higher for flour, 
Weather conditions in the important sections 
of this country were favorable, with temper- 
atures generally being a little higher. 

A private message from a Minneapolis 
operator was to the effect that the move- 
ment of wheat in the northwest gave promise 
of showing some improvement within the 
next few days, but that it probably would 
not reach the figures of a year ago. 


Foreign View on Clover Seed. 

The London Corn circular said: The 
weather continues unpropitious for thrash- 
ing. English grown seed is always an un- 
known quantity, as we have no government 
statistics or help—uniike other countries—to 
keep the trade right. Russian red is now 
coming out showing fine samples; of course, 
with the present unsettled state of that 
country ft is not coming out so quickly as 
usual, but we may easily imagine the large 
quantity that will be available by spring. 
German, Austrian, Hungarian, Italian, Bel- 
gian, and French are all slowly developing 
just le our own—the weather, curiously, 
being universally the same. We can easily 
Imagine what may happen in a few months’ 
time. Americans, as usual, lay themselves 
out o buy up the world’s supply: Meantime 
they have tackled Chileans to the tune of, say 
1.000 tone—15,000 bags of their own. This 
should keep them fairly quiet for a time 
until the October deal is settled. There is 
also Canadian to come out. Alsikes are at 
last developing fair bubiness, principally in 
finest qualities, in spite of the bulk of the 
crop not being available unti) December. It 
looks, however, as if the bulk of the crop 
will only be medium seed.’ 

Three or feur of the leading private wire 
houses kept their offices open last night for 
the benefit of customers who wished to learn 
the results of the elections and who did not 
want to stand on the streets. Much in- 
terest was manifested in what course the 
London stock market would show this morn 


ing. 


IN. FOREIGN MONEY MARKETS.

A 
rumor that Charles E. Hughes, the republican 
candidate for governor of New York, had been as- 
bassinated caused a drop of half a point in some 


issues.
